YOUNG GERMANY. 


Princes Fritz and Frederick Charles 
and Those Naugbty Bismarck 
Boys. 


[Berlin Correspordence of the Chicago 
imes. 

No slam is quite so revolting as this of 
the life and deeds of princely persons. 
Nine out of ten of the intelligent Ameri- 
cansa@ man meets in this country, as 
wellas in America, speak of Prince 
Fritz and Prince Frederick Charles, his 
cousin, as ‘‘great generals.” They be- 
lieve because the names of these persons 
were signed to reports and bulletins, that 
they were the real directors of the armies 
| at whose head they figured. There is no 
such delusion here. If the German 
armies had been left to the guidance of 
these personages, the sum total of the 
campaign would have been yastly differ- 
ent. They never directed a movement; 
not the deploying of a corporal’s guard; 
Moltka and his staff conceived and exe- 
cuted every detail of every movement, 
the princes not being trusted with the 
most inconsequent point. Thejchief of 
the staff of each army was ats actual 
commander, the royal princes merely 
serving as figure heads to impress the 
people with their dependence upon roy- 
alty for success in battle. So it goes in 
nearly every depertment, of public ad- 
ministration; some royal imbecile figures 
as the responsible head, while the work 
is really done by brilliant men who are, 
comparatively, unknown. Bismarck and 
Moltke are about the only exceptions, 
with —o the King of Saxony, who 
is said to hve some military talent, and 
who handled the Saxon corpsin the late 
war a effectively under Moltke’s 
plans. Eveiything is done, however, to 
impress the reulity of the services of the 
princes upon the nation. When the late 
war was ended, great rewards were given 
the Prussian princes and the imperia' 
cousins down to the lowest grades. The 
two princes, Frederick William and 
Frederick Charles were created mar- 
shals of the empire, and awarded large 
altowancces from the French indemnity, 
whiie the staff officers who had really 
manceuvred the armies were advanced a 
grade and received a few empty decora- 
tions, Von Moltke, Von Manteufle! and 
Von Bismarck being about the only 
marked exceptions, Bismarck receivin 
the title of prince and a half million o 
dollars, Moltke the dollars without the 
title. I know of no princely person in 
Germany who is regarded as a spotless 
person, not that they are reprobated for 
excesses. I find generally that the pub 
lic make no Criticism of their laxities. 


THE TV/O BISMARCK BOYS 


are perhapsthe most vicious of their 
kind, and yetin the towns where they 
played their most ecandalous pranks, 
they are spoken of with a sort of admir- 
ing awe. Count Herbert, who has been 
in during his winter mission, has intro- 
duced more than Prussian a 
into the by no means grateful Bavarian 
court. Thereisnoend tothe scandals 
circulating concerning that young gentle- 
man, the hundredth of which would 
serve to banish him from self-respecting 
communities in any other country. His 
younger fbrother, Count John, is too 
young to conceal his excesses, and too 
blunt, even if he were not. He is of the 
impression that his father holds Germa- 
ny in fee-simple, and if that doesn’t give 
him the right todo as he pleases; what 
can ? So he does as he pleases, and he 
pleases to do exactly what the world in 

neral holds to be very low and v 
isbesin: His hauntsare more notori- 
ous for democratic viciousness than aris- 
tocratic seclusion. His habitual state is 
rnot one to recommen] him to polite at- 
tention, and if the fact is, as Mr. Beecher 
searchingty says in some of his character 
analyses, an index of man’s tuling pas- 
sions, Count John would be about the 
person to bring on a Brooklyn witness 
stand. Herbert is rather fine looking as 
his tace go, but John is dumpty, blear 
ef eye, scorputic of visage, and coarse of 
manner generally. The pair give the 
prince, their father, unceasing anxiety, 
not only for their notorious profligacies, 
but for the difficulty he finds in keepin 
them on terms with tbeir army an 
diplomatic associates.

A GRIM STRUGGLE. 


Two Coroners Competing tor a Case 
and a Fee. 


| Troy (N. Y.,) Express, July 1ith.j 

The dead body which entered the river 
from the upper side-cut, yesterday, has 
not been found yet. 

A gentleman, in whose assurance we 
have not the highest confidence, relates 
an incident which he says trans 
yesterday afternoon. Shortly befere 
noon, Coroner Eccles, of Cohoes, saw 
the body of a man floating down the 
canal, Eccles was attired merely in a 
shirt, pair of suspenders, and we believe, 
pantaloons. He followed the body, but 
owing to the swift tide in the canal and 
the readiness with which the tenders 
opened the locks to allow it to pass, he 
ained but slowly. All the Cohoes sport- 
ingmen turned out and freely laid wagers 
on the chances of the coroner ov 
the fast floating deceased. The body won 
the race, time not given, and out 
side—cut lock, at West 
Troy, two lengths ahead of the coroner. 
It is due to him to say that if he had not 
stubbed his tee and lost his balance just 
above West Troy, he would have gained 
the prize. The coroner stood on the 
west shore of the river, and with un- 
feigned regret looked at the translucent 
water. His attention was attracted by a 
tug approaching from the Troy side of 
the river. Coroner Blackhall, of this 
city, had chartered the tug, which an- 
chored near the place where the bod 
had disappeared. Coroner Blackhall 
threw overboard a pair of grappling 
irons, baited and tarred in ho ot 
catching the body. But that kind of 
fish does not bite readily. Another 
Richmond appeared on the scene, in the 

rson of Coroner Steenbergh, of Green 

sland, who arrived at the side-cut, 

breathless and excited. Not knowing 
that he wus the last, and supposing that 
he was the first coroner on the ground, 
he called seven or eight good men, and 
true, aside and said to them: 

‘“‘Ho’ up yer right hands. Yer du 
sonumey swar that yer will s’port the 
constitushun of the United States, the 
constitushun uv the state uv Noo York, 
and that yer will faithf’ly favor low toils 
and render a true verdict. Put down yer 
hands. Whar’s the witnesses? Whar’s 
the body 7 

Coron_r Eccles here appeared and ex- 
claimed, ‘‘You emasculated, spectacled 
Galenite, the stiff’s in the river and it’s 
my case.” 

An expression of regret stole over 
Coroner Steenbergh’s face, but he kept a 
stout heart, and ejaculated “finders 
keeper!” The body was seen on the 
surface of the water at this juncture. 
With one accord the two coroners 
bravely plunged overboard. The gen- 
t!eman to whom we are indebted for the 
information says that a terrible naval 
battle then foliowed. Steenbergh was 
in the act of grasping the corpse when 
Eccles caught it by the feet and dragging 
it after him, proceeded to swim up the 
river. Our dub:ous informant says the 
corpse kicked itself loose and drifted 
back into the lock. Coroner Steenbergh 
went after it again, but Eccles clinched 
him. Then ensued a desperate struggle. 
The two republican officials so intent on 
giving the body a first-class inquest, were 
not afraid to fight for their principles. 
Steenbergh’s spectacles found a watery 
grave, his nose was skinned, while one 
of Eccles’ eyes was closed.. How long 
the battle would have continued we can 
not say, but just as the cuntestants had 
closed for a final *struggie, the ‘‘rollers” 
fromthe Sunnyside washed both on 
sliore. All night those two faithful 
officers sat on the shore drying their gar- 
ments and watching for the appearance 
of the dead body, which had sunk dur- 
ing the battle. No sacrifice which duty 
calls for is unheaded by them.

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THE OLD FLINT ROCK. 


Extraordinary Marksmansh p «+f an 
Elderiy Virginia Farmer. 


(Richmond Whig.) 


An elderly man named Beckwith, re- 
siding in one of the peninsula counties, 
came to this city last Thursday on busi- 
ness. He brought with him ao old-fash- 
ioned flint rock rifle to have a stock and 
lock puton. Onthe cars he fell into 
conversation with a party of three gen 
tlemen trom this city, when one of them 
to test the reality of some of the extra- 
ordinary feats of $the marksmanship he 
boasted of, offered him $10 to repeat 
some of them, which the other two 
added $5 between them. The trial came 
off in an old field half a mile below 
Rockets, and was witnessed by about a 
dozen persons. 

‘The old flint rock was fired seven 
times, and only one missed its aim. The 
old gentleman, after making two shots 
at small objects to one side, to get his 
hand steady, as he said, handed his son 
a potato, and stationed him at fifty yards 
distance, holding the potato between his 
thumb and forefinger. The rifle crack- 
ed, and the potato fell cloven in three or 
four pieccs. One of the largest pieces 
wasthrown into the air, the marksman 
keeping at t e same distance, and again 
the shot told. An inch and a half auger 
was then procured, and a hole bored in 
the fence, behind which was fastened a 
piece of white paper. At the distance 
of sixty yards the marksman sent a ball 
clear through the aperture, piercing the 
paper. Atthe fourth shot, from sixty 
yards’ distance, the bow] of a pipe, which 
the son Was smoking, wascrushed, At 
the fifth shot a copper cent was thrown 
into the air and hit. The sixth and 
seventh shots were deliverei at a black- 
ened five-cent nickle piece thrown up by 
the son, standing about thirty yards. At 
the first attempt the shot missed. The 
old gentleman showed considerable mor- 
tification, and laid the blame upun a by- 
stander, who at the critical moment, 
sneezed loudly. The next attempt, how- 
ever, was an entire success. The old 
man declined any further trials of his 
skill, and when offered a sum of money 
to repeat hs first feat of shootiag a 
potato from his son’s hand, he refused, 
saying he didn’t care to try such experi- 
ments unless his weapon was freshly 
cleaned The exhibition was the most 
remarkable from the fact that the marks- 
man was an old man, at least fifty. His 
eye, however, is a clear bright gray.

They represent 
more particularly the Mississippi Valley 
Trad'ng company, but this organization 
is only another name for the consumers 
that the co-operative system has welded 
into one powerful mass. The company 
does not propose to confine its operations 
to the valley whose name it bears, al- 
though no small part of its proposed bu- 
siness will doubtless be conducted there. 
Its object is to bring the consumer and 
producer as near together as is possible. 
If thiscan be better accomplished in 
some respects through an Atlantic port, 
the new company will so decide. What- 
ever will promote the interest of the 
planter in the one country, and of the 
manufacturer in the other, will be 
sought for, no matter where it lies. They 
should, and undoubtedly will, visit all the 
south Atlantic ports. They should also 
visit the interior distributive points, for 
the purpose of investigating all the con- 
ditions of trade in the scuth If they 
need a city in which all kinds of goods 
can be safely kept in stock, and from 
which railroads radiate to all parts of the 
cotton belt this side of the Mississippi, 
then they should examine the claims of 
the interior cities. Our board of trade 
should see that the deputation is invited 
to this city, and made acquainted wih 
our claims as atrade center. In connec. 
tion with Savannah or Charleston, we 
can offer excellent advantages fora direct 
interchange of products. And _ this 
seems to be the plan. Producers of our 
staple are to receive for their products 
British manufactured articles at first 
cost, and be allowed the market price 
for the commodities, besides participat- 
ing in the net profits of the two tra:sac- 
tions. This isthe programme as stated 
in the New Orleans Times. We 
should take a hand in it. It 
will not interefere with four trade 
but will be an addition to our present 
business. It is foolish to ignore the co- 
operative system. It has been in opera- 
tion for years in England, and its success 
has been absolutely wonderful. What 
1s good there, will probably work well 
here. Atleast itis worth a trial. Let 
the deputation be welcomed to the city. 


| THE KMOUNTALY MEADOWS MASSA- 
CAB. 


In another column will be found the 
testimony of KIlmgen Smitb, an ex-bish- 
op of the Mormon church, The ghastly 
details of the massacre ia which one hun- 
dred apd twenty peaceful emigrants lost 
their lives, are presented by the witness 
in a striking manner. The fated party 
were journeying from their old homes in 
Arkansas and Missouri to California. 
This was eighteen years ago, or long be- 
fore the first rail was laid on any Pacific 
railroad. And strange as it may seem, 
no one has Leen brought to trial tor par- 
ticigation in the awful crime until the 
present time. Last September John D. 
Lee and W. H. Dame, with some fifteen 
or six‘een others, were indicted under 
what is known as the Poland bill, and 
Lee, the greater assassin, is now on his 
trial. 

Bishop Smith’s evidence shows that 
the property of the murdered emigrants 
was put in the tithing house, or the 
church’s great warehouse. At that time 
Brigham Young was Zovernor of the ter- 
ritory and Indian agent, and it is simply 
ridiculous to assert that he did not know 
anything about the massacre. The emi- 
grants, says one corr2spondent, drove val- 
uable stock, were well provided with 
every necessary, and carried a quantity 
of gold along. Some of the men had al- 
ready been successful in their search for 
gold in the newly-discovered placer 
mines of California, and were now ac- 
companying their families and neighbors 
tothe El Dorado of the west to partake 
in their good fortune. 

It is said that the Mormon leaders are 
ready to sacrifice Lee to appease the 
public clamor,and to shield the men who 
ordered the butchery and planned its ter- 
rible details. Lee has eighteen wives 
and sixty children, it issaid, but for a 
long time he has been out of favor in 
Mormon circles. He has long been re- 
garded as an undesirable man to carry. 
And for years and years he has been a 
fugitive from justice. Neverthcless,there 
is little hope that he can be convicted, as 
the jury is composed in part of relatives 
of prominent actors in the massacre. 
Butthere is a hope that some of the 
indicted will turn state’s evidence, and 
that the trouble will be forced out, in 
some way, andsome of the guilty brought 
to punishment. The butchery was ex 
ceedingly cruel and treacherous. The 
emigrants were fairly lured to their de- 
struction by gross deception. Brigham 
Young actually gave the emigrants a 
pass permitting them to pass through the 
territory, and yetit is known that his 
first counselor, Geo. A. Smith, started 
off in advance of the train inflaming the 
people, and finally presiding at the coun- 
cil where the details of the attack upon 
the unsuspecting travelers were arranged.

A Neighborhocd Vendetta Fought

Joseph Bryers then came out of the 
house with a double barrel shot gun, 
but both barrels missed fireand he was 
shotdead. Meanwhile Dink Hadlcy rode 
toward the house, sprang from bis horse 
and got behind a pinetree to await the 
coming of another son, John Bryers who 
advanced from the heuse under fire with 
two guns, He dropped one of them and 
sprang to a post in the road which did 
not shelter more than a third of his _per- 
son and exchanged fires with Dink Had- 
ley about thirty-five yards off, the rest of 
the attacking party meanwhile firing on 
bim from a distance. At his second fire 
Hadley fell, got up and attempted to re- 
load, but seeing Bryers run 
back to get his other gun the 
scrambled upon his horse and rejoined 
his party and rode away with them, John 
firing intothem, as they left wounding 
old Hadley in the shoulder. Dink Had- 
ley’s wound was in the knee. John was 
wounded in the head, arm and foot, but 
not dangerously. Three shot struck the 
post by which he stood. While the 
tight was going on near the house, Wy- 
lie, the younger son of the Bryers family, 
ran to where his father and brother Larry 
had fallen and was shot down, the wound 
being in the thigh and dangerous. The 
summary of the affair is a father and two 
sous murdered and two sons wounded,on 
one side; and on the other, a father and 
one son wounded. We are told that Mr. 
Bryers was much respected, being a lead- 
ing man in religious affairs in 
the neighborhood, and that 
Hadley had always been deemed a re- 
spectable person. The dead were buried 
on Tuesday, a large assemblage being 
present. No inquest was held, it ‘‘not 
being thought necessary, the facts of the 
crime being so plain.” 

Tuesday a posse of ten men, provided 
with warrants for the arrest of the mur- 
derers, went to the Hadley settlement 
but found their residences deserted. 

The lceality of these occurrences is 
near the Florida line, four miles west of 
Perdido station, or about midway be- 
tween the junction and Tensas oridge.

TESTIMONY OF ROBERT KEYES. 


Robert Keyes came to Utab,October 2, 
1857. Through Mountain Meadows he 
saw two piles of bodies, women and 
children, piled promiscuously, about 60 
to 70, the children from two months to 
twelve years, The smaller were torn by 
wolves and crows, and some bodies were 
shot, some throats cut, some stabbed, and 
all torn by wolves except one woman a 
little way off, who apreenes as if asleep, 
with a bullet bole in her left side. It sp- 
peared that the bodies had been dead 15 
days Seven of us saw it. 

There was a pile of men’s bodies fur- 
ther on. He didn’t go to see them. 
There was no clothing on the hodies, ex- 
cept one sock on » man. None were 
scal ped. 


TESTIMONY OF ASATBL BENNETT, 


Asatel Bennett was called. He was at 
‘he Meadows in December, 1857, and 
saw the benes there, a horrible sight, 
skeletons of women, children curls, 
tongs, dresses, hair, dried blood, caild- 
ren ten to twelve years old. Some 
skulls had the flesh dried on them. The 
bodies had been covered up, wolves hav- 
ing evidently dug them up. 

TESTIMONY OF BISHOP SMITH. 


Philip Klinger Smith, a defendant of 
San Bernardino, Cal, was called. The 
prosecution entered nolle prosequi as to 
himself, 

He lived at Cedar City in 1857, and 
from 1852. The Meadows are forty-five 
miles south of Cedar on the California 
road, He was at the massacre in 1857. 
He heard of the emigrants coming. 
People were forbidden to trade with 
them. He felt bad about it. He sawa 
few of them at Cedar; this was Friaay. 
Some swore, and Higbee fire at them. 
They went on. He heard rumors of 
trouble Sunday. It was the custom to 
have ameeting of the president and 
council, the bishop and council, and the 
high council. 1 was a bishop. The 
matter Camc up, and there was a discus- 
sion as to their destruction. Haight, 
Higbee, Morrell, Allen, Willis, myself 
and others were there. Some brethren 
opposed their destruction. Haignt 
— up and broke up the meeting. 

asked what would be the consequence 
of such an act? Then Haight got mad. 
The Indians were to destroy them. 
Monday Higbee, White and I met, and 
the same subject came up again. I op 
posed their destructi.n. Haight relent- 
ed, and told White and meto go ahead 
and tell the people that the emigranis 
should go through safe. We did so. 

On the road we met John D. Lee, and 
told him where were going. He replied: 
‘‘T have something to say about that mat 
ter.” We d the emigrants at Iron 
Springs. Next morning we passed them 
again as we came back. They had 
twenty or thirty wagons, and there were 
over one hundred people, old men, mid 
die-aged, old women, youths and chil- 
dren. Near homel met Ira Allen. He 
said the emigranis’ doom was sealed, and 
the die cast for destruction; that Lee’s 
orders were to take men and go out and 
intercept them. Allen was to goon and 
counteract what we did. I went home. 

Three days after, Haight sent for me 
and eaid orders had come from camp. 
They didn’t get along and wanted re ic- 
forcements; that he had been to Parowan 
and got further orders from Col. D W. 
Dame to finish the massacre, to decoy 
out and spare only small childrea who 
could not tell the tale. I went off and 
met Allen, our first runner, and Higbee 
came out and said, *‘ You are ordered out, 
armed and equipped.” Sol went. 

Hopkins, Higbee, Will and Sam Pur- 
dee went along. We had two baggage 
wagous. We got to Hamblin’s ranch in 
the night, three miles from the emigrants. 
There we met Lee and others from the 
general camp, where the largest number 
of men were then. We found that the 
emigrants were not all killed. Lee called 
me out for consultation on onc side. He 
told me the situation. The emigrants 
were strongly fortified, and we had no 
chance to get them out; that Higbee was 
ordered to decoy them out the best he 
could. 

That was agreed to, and the command 
given to J. D. Lee to carry out the whole 
plan. They went to Camp Lee, called 
all the soldiers into a hollow and ad- 
dressed them. They were all white men, 
about fifty in all. The Indians were in 
ancthercamp. I saw there Shade and 
his son Jim. Pearce, probably bis sons 
too; all those from Cedar, and Bill 
Stewart, Devin Jacobs, I think, Dan 
McFarlane, too. Stade and I were out- 
We but we said, ‘‘What can we do ? 

e can’t help ourselves.” Just then the 
order to march was given. We had to 
go put in double file. Higbee had com- 
mand of part of the men. It was the 
Nauvois — organised from ten to 
bundreds. e marched in sight of the 
emigrants. Either Bateman or went 
out with a white flag. A maa from the 
emigrants met them. Lee and the men 
Sat on the grass and had atalk. I don’t 
no what they talked. Lee went with the 
man into the entrenchments. 

After some hours they came out, and 
the emigrants came up with the wound- 
ed in wagons ahead, The wounded 
were those hurt in the three days’ pre- 
vious fight. He said the Mormons and 
Indians couldn’t oust the emigrants. 
Next were the women and next the men. 
As the emigrants came up, the men halt- 
ed and the women on foot, children, and 
wounded, went.on ahead, with John D. 
Lee. The soldiers had to be all ready to 
shoot at the word. When the word halt 
came, the soldiers fired. 


I fired once. I don’t know whether I 


at the first shot. I saw women after- 
ward dead with their throats cut. I saw 
as I came up to them a man kill a young 
girl. Themen were marched in double- 
file at first, and then thrown in single- 
we with soldiers alongside. I — 

e emigrants’ congratulations on ir 
safety from the ledhes 

At last Higbee came past and ordered 
my equad to fire. Lee, like the rest, had 
fire arms. No emigrants escaped. I 
saw soldiers on horses to take on the 
wing those who ran. I saw a man run. 
I saw Bill Stewart on a horse go after 
him and «ill him. I saw one wounded 
man beg for life. Higbee cut his throat. 
The man said, ‘‘I would not do this to 
you, Higbee.” He knew him. 


After I fired, I was told to ga‘her 
the little children. As I wae I fait 
woman running toward the men, 
crying ‘“‘my husband, my husband.” A 
soldier shot in the back and she fell dead. 
As I went on I fouad the wagons with 
the weunded all out on the ground and 
their throats cut. I went on and found 
the children and put them in a wagon 
ase took them . agg th house. I 
Ww no more soldiers, dispersed 
at Hamblin, I think. : 


I went to old Mrs. Hopkins and told 
her I had children. She rushed

THE PROPERTY OF THE EMIGRANTS. 
The question of allowing the state- 
ments of co-conspiritors as to the dispos- 
al of the emigrants’ property after the 
massacre, was here argued for an hour. 

The court held it admissible, on the 
ground of the case of the people vs. Tri- 
ma (a California case). : 

During the argument, Sutherland, for 
the defense, bitterly said it- was an at- 
tempt to fix crime on some one else, Lee 
being used only asa figure-head. 

Baskin, for the prosecution, replied 
that they wanted but the truth, whvever 
it implicated, and that Sutherland was 
afraid his real client would be reached. 

This produced a decided sensation, it 
being known that Brigham Young was 
near. 


BISHOP SMITH’S TESTIMONY. 


The witness resumed—After several 
days Haight sent meto Iron Springs, 
where the wagons, cattle and goods of 
the emigrants were. 1 got them and put 
them in the tithing house. I was to 
brand the cattle, too. I found there 
John Wrie and Hunter and Alien. I put 
the cattle in the church tithing house, 
and branded the cattle with the church 
vbrand—a cross, 

Lee was in we cellar with me, and I 
saw the goods,» .Haight and Higbee told 
me a council been held, and Lee de- 
puted to go to President Brigham Young 
and report all the facts of the massacr:, 
Lee went. I followed to attend a con- 
ference October 6, at Salt Lake City, and 
askedif he had reported to Brigham 
Young. He said yes, every particular. 

The same day, I, Lee, and Charly Hop- 
kins called on Brigham Young. He 
there, in the presence of them, said 
‘You have charge of that property in the 
tithing office. Turn it over to John D. 
Lee. What you know of this, say noth- 
mg of it. Don’t talk of it, even among 
yourselves,” 

When I came back I had to goto Vega’s 
lead mines to get one. While I was 
gone, Le¢ took the property, had an 
auction aid sold off. So Haight and Hig- 
pee told Haight eold part of the 
cattle to Hooper, Utah’s congressional 
candidate afterward, for boots and shoer, 

There were ludians at the massacre. 
The hills Were pretty full of them. They 
were depuled to kill the women. I saw 


ope [udia#, “Myack, cuta little boy’s 


throat. I heard no eifort no restrain the 
Indians. Some Indians were wounded, 
and three died of their wounds. Some 
indians came back to C.dar, where they 
lived. One was called Bill and one Tom; 
both chiefs. I saw some emigrant prop- 
erty with the Indians. 

Ll saw Lee get dresses and jeans from 
the tithing office out of emigrant’s plun- 
der. 1 learned from Allen that Lee was 
the one to gather up Ivdians to attack 
tbe emigranis; taked with Lee about it 
afterwards. Lee was Indian agent at 
Harmony. As agent he traveled with 
the tribes and issued: the goods and ra- 
tions of the government to the Indians. 

The court here adjourned until 9 a m. 
After to day night sessions are to be held. 
The court warred citizens not to speak 
tothe jurors from the street up to the 
lume they were sworn, and declared that 
it would arrest and punish such offense. 

During the time that Klingin Smith 
was testifying, giving horrible details of 
the bloodshed, the suspense was terribly 
painful, 

Lee’s square, hard, low browed face 
and neck became fairly purple-black and 
his wives scarcely breathed, straining 
forward to catch each syllable. The ex- 
citement in the town is intense. I am 
prepared to state that Klingen Smith’s 
story, in all its material details, is the 
same as Lee’s suppressed confession as 
to the massacre. Klingen Smith’s repu- 
tation isthatofa man of truth. He 
could not be impeached save by facts.

The ag- 
oniesg of the dying son were not the only 
sufferings in tue mansion of that nobleman, 
his ow: beart was breaking and pethsps 
that of his wife and children as well. Such 
are ordinary trials, they are common calam- 
ities of the race. Ey:rywhere throughout 
the world you will find a ying ch'Idren and 
distressed parents, This man’s wealth, po- 
ition and influence could not ward off such 
dire events. Death dares sll opposition, 
treats alfalike; he «nters the royai chamber 
and the pauper’s hut. 

Avother point in the narrative worthy 
of notice is—Carist’s tre tment of the no-

Not so, but he thundered in his ears 
areproof, ‘ Exe. pt ye see signs and w_nders 
ye will not believe.’”? Did ue cail a meeting 
ofthe deciples and inform them of the in- 
teresting case of the nobleman? did he at 
ouce g:apt the man’s requeet? No. He 
Sveme. rather to repel him, and hence the 
nobleman’s earvest entreaty, ‘“‘Sir, come 
down ere my child die.” Thus he acted with 
Nigodemus, .a reler of the Jews, does not 
Geal Obse quiously with him but etearties him 
with ‘Ye must be born again.”” He showed 
no, servile anxi ty in the matter. When 
preaching io a congregation of rulers, law- 
yers, doctors and ihe erudite, he did not 
flower the digniy of this office 
in attempis to giatifiy their taetes, or desire 
to hear words of commendation suited to 
their vocations, and keep back the truth for 
rear of giving offense to those of fastidious 
appetites, seis sometimes the case in this 
age of improvement; did not tell them that 
y uare an in'elligeut, high-minded people 
upright and equitabie, good and clever, and 
such like,and then leau them to believe that 
they were fit to join the church. No, but 
be thundered in their ears ‘Ye serpents,ye 
generativn of vipers, how shall you esca 
the dampation of heil?’’ No wonder the 
preaching of Curist aroused the indignstion 
of his hearers, and that they should seek to 
kid him who had not hid from them their 
true condition. Christ wouli have man to 
humble himself and feel that he is a sinuer, 
aud theu be wii lelp bim. 
Preyer brougnt the desiredretef. ‘‘Bir, 
come down ere my child die.” Here is the 
relief. ‘‘Thy son liveth.’’ Was this a mira- 
ch.? The modern scientists say it is an ab- 
surdity to suppose that prayer could bring 
about amiracle. They regard with con- 
tempt those who believe in the efficacy and 
power of prayer; others, while they admit 
the efficacy of prayer, bevertheless assume 
that all the miracles of Chriet can be ex- 
plained on scientific principles, and thus 
virtually rob Him of His divinity. Of the 
two errors, the la:ter is the more absurd. 
Here is a miracle performed at several 
miles distant, It saiiefied the father of the 
child who left him attne point of death; it 
satisfied those at home who saw um in- 
stanily recovered, and it should sa'- 
isfy that Chvsist by divine 
power wrought this $miraculous— 
this cure is not a +cicntific but a divine caus- 
ation, and isin answer to earnest prayer, 
but itis asked, ‘‘where is the necessity of 
prayer?” Does God requie information 
concerning our wante? ili prayer make 
him aore merciful, or wilitmakethe Om- 
niscient more intelligen.? Surely not, for 
God knows allour wants, but that is not, 
we must know them oursceives, and feel our 
need of having them suppiied. Prayer is,for 
our benefit and not God’.. The nobleman’s 
chisd*would have died but for the latters 
prayers, and how many bundreds and thous- 
undsare dying for the want of the earnest 
and effectual prayers of ihe righteous man 
availeth mucb! Lor come 
down ere our children die, 
If prayer be effec.ua’, why are not more 
souls converted? Why are not revivals 
more general? It is easierto ask than to 
answer such questions; but still there is a 
cause, and may not that cause be the want 
of Christian fellowship, or the prevalence of 
selfish piety. All want a revival of religion, 
but they want itto be in the interest of their 
particular denomination. Selfish ae is 
always full of denominational zeal ‘*The 
temple of the Lord arewe.’ Itis fraug.t 
with uncalculable injury. It deadens the 
conscience, ard awakens false hopes, keeps 
back the nature of genuine conversion; adds 
many to tae sects, but few to the number 
of those who are “‘born again.’’ Oh, that 
all Ghristians were united in heart, purpose 
and effort for a genuine reviva:; then woulu 
the desert *‘bloseom as the ruse,’’ and pray- 
ectual 
ee calamities often lead to the 
brighest spiritual g od, it was this chat 
brought thts nobleman and his whole fami- 
ly to Christ.

Reporter.—--Where did you first stop after 
leaving Atlanta? 

Captain Glenn,--The pects left Atlanta 
onthe 17th of Juce, Upon reaching 8. 
Louis we discovered that we were water 
bound, and had to 1emain there two days, 
the recent rains having wash<d away a por- 
tion of the railroad between St. Louis and 
Kansas City. ~ most vivii impression of 
St. Louis is that it is about as hot as a place 
ever gets to be this side of the lower re- 
gions. While there, we visited Shaw’s gar- 
dens, ssid to be the finest in America; 
looked at the great iron bridge, ard went 
through the famous tunnel. This is 
about half a mile long and under a 
number of streets, St. Louis also impress- 
ed me as coutaining avery unusual number 
of elegant buildings Frum St. Louis we 
journeyed to Kansas City, and spent one 
day there. Thisis a new and flourishing 
town of about 4,000 inhabitants. From 
Kansas City we went to Omaha,the terminus 
of the Northecn Pacific railroad. Omaha is 
one of the big places of Nebraska. It con- 
tains about 20,U0U inha'itants. Its promi- 
neat fea ures are dirt, Indians, and haif- 
breeds. After a very casu 1 survey of this 
interesting town, we pass:d on to salt Lake 
City. This was athree day’s ride on the 
railroa 1. 

Keporter—Did you see Brigham Young, 
aod what are your impressions of the city 
of the Mormons? 

Captain Glennon—We did not see Brigham 
Young from the fact t2at the worthy proph- 
et was Out in the county,somewhere hatch- 
ing out a revival. We did see afew 
dozea of the Mrs. Youngs, anda haider 
looking set of lad.es could ecarvely be 
found. Brigham will never have any cause 
fur jealousy so far as his wives are co..cern- 
ed. Indeed the first impre.sions of the 
tourist in Salt Lake City are that the latter 
dey saints al! possess remarkably ugly wives. 
The ouly redeemable faces are among the 
Genttles. Salt Lake City isin a valley sur- 
rounded on all sides by precipitous moupn- 
tains. The _ coata ns, I should judge, 
about 20,000 inhabitants and is admirably 
built and well laid out. Between every 
street and sidewalk isa stream of clear wa- 
ter brought down from the mountains, and 
from these branches the people get their 
water supplies. We visited the famous 
Mormon tabernacle. It is an immense 
wooden building cricular in shape. The 
roof resembles somewhat the top of a bal- 
loon, and is self-supporting, baving no pil- 
lers. The tabernacle is said to seat about 
14,000 people, and its acoustic arrangements 
are so perfect that the slightest whisper 
can be heard in any part of it. While in 
the city we s'opped at a Mormon hotel, the 
proprietor of which is adevout believer,and 
at present only has five wives, 1 may state 
that the Mormon tabernacle contains the 
second largest and finest organ in the United 
States, and what is more it was built by the 
Mormons themselves. Among the promi- 
nent ladies we saw, were two of Brigham 
Young’s daughters, and eome seven or eight 
of the wives of his eldest son, Mr. J. W. 
Young. We saw them in their private box 
at the opera. We learned one fact while there 
not uninteresting to our citizens of Atlanta. 
It is that a Fomident merchant of Atianta 
bas a brotherout in Salt Laue City, and 
this broth-ris not ouly a bishop in the Mor- 
mon church aud superintendent of the rail- 
road from Ogdento Salt Lake city, but 
what is more he has already got eight 
w.ves, and is still cheerful. 

Reportei—What kiud ofa place is Salt 
Lake? 

Capt. Glenn—Salt Lake is avery large 
body of weter,a few miles from the city. 
Iuts perhaps one hundred miles long and 
thirty or forty miles wide. The lake bas no 
visible outl.t. The waters are very —_ 
and everything around it is yerfecily dead. 
A more dreary looking place could not be 
imagined 

Reporter—Where did you go from Salt 
Lake City. 

Capt. Glenn—We went from falt Lake 
City to San Francisco, and here saw the fin- 
est city in America in my judgment. We 
ais> saw bushels of gold and silver,but didn’t 
succeed in bringing away any worth meoa- 
tioning. San Francisco contains about 
300.000 inhabitaute, and its people say it has 
the tinest harbor and bay in the worid. The 
seasons are nearly the reverse of ours here. 
We found overcoats comfortable from about 
12 o’clock in the day tothe next morning. 
We all donned our wioter clothing. The 
finest scenery Ov the Central P.cific railroad 
lies between Ogden and San Francisco. 
You pass through the mountains, crossing 
the Sierra Nevada chain. Weeaw in Ban 
Francisco thoueands of Chinese dreseed in 
their native costumes, also a plenty of In- 
dians. We visited the Clif house, eight 
miles from the city, and saw 
a pleoty of sea lions serene reposing on the 
r_cksaround. Wesawold Spanisa mission 
church s, the new Palace hotel, which is to 
cost four millions of dollars, and divers 
other places Board in San Francisco is 
cheaper than in Atlanta, and cluthiag 
dearer. 

Reporter—What other places did you 
visit in California? 

Captain Glenn—After remaining sbout 
ten days in San Francisco, the party di- 
vided. Julius Brown and lady vi-ited the 
¥ osemite valley, while the rest of us tcok a 
steamship down the California coast to 
Los Angeles, about four hundred miles 
from the city of San Francisco This city 
has about 15,000inhabitants. Itis bounded 
in by orange groves, and is the great semi- 
tropical fruit region of the state. Here we 
met Dr. H.8. Orme, formerly of Atlanta. 
The Doctor is flourishing and happy. He has 
enjoyed a large practice from the day he ar 
rived. Los Angle, an old Spanish town, 
but is beautiful and wealthy, a portion of it 
is occupied alm st exclusively by the old 
Spanish settkh rs, and anoth.r by the Ame.i 
cans, 

Dr. Orme and others took our par’'y be- 
hind an elegant four-in-hand team’and drove 
us all overthe country amon orange 

ves, going about 51 miles. Not the 
east entertaining points in this city are some 
three or four mission churches. 

Reporter— Where did you go next? 

Capt. Glenn- Westaged is from Los An- 
geles 100 miles to Caliente, a station on the 
eouthern Pacific railroad, and came up the 
San Joaquin Val ey, 300 miles to the Cen- 
tral Pacific railroad, Thence through San 
Jose back to San Francisco. San Joaquin 
is a very beautiful and fertile valley, deep 
among the mountains. It is a splendid 
grain country, 80 or 8) bushels of wheat, 
and 100 to 130 of corn are often rsised to 
the acre. : 

After our return to 8an Francisco, Capt. 

owell and myself yisited ‘‘The Geysers.”’ 
These famous spriugs are situated ins oo 
gorge or canyon of the mountains about 
miles from San Francisco. The soil areund 
iseaturated with brimstone, and all kinds of 
minerals, eteam and boiling wate1 forces its- 
elf up threugh the earth in various places, 
and the ground issohotthat it is uncom- 
fortable ty stend upon. Itis supposed to 
be the crater of an extirct volcano. From 
here the parte returned to San - Francisco, 
and thence home reacbirg Atlanta the 24th. 

Reporter—What is your opinion of Cali- 
fornia? 

Capt. Glenn—The Californias are very 
hospitabie. There is a number of 
southern people in thestate. They are gen- 
erally deing well, and virtually control the 
State, as [am informed. We were delighted 
with our trip, but none of us contempiste 
moving to Cal’fornia, and, I would advise 
all who have houses here to stay. 

Here the interview ended, and the repor- 
ter withdrew.
